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The Louisiana Vote in the Senate- 


The Senate on Tuesday passed Sir. 


Anthony's resolution in regard to the 
President's action in Louisiana, nnd 
tM», we way hope, is the last we shall 
have occasion to hear of the rnntter for 
eome time to come. It will be remem- 
bered that the resolution was agreed 
upon at a meeting of Republican Sena- 
tors, »nd it simply approved of the fic- 
t»Dn of the President iu protecting the 
GoTernment which Kellogg is the Exe- 
cutive and the people of the State 
against domestic violence. We hare 110 
d mbt that the resolution accurately ex- 
presses the only view of the Louisiana 
question noon wbich allKepublieans are 
united, an5 as to this their unity is cor- 
dial and permanent. The Democrats 
fonght persistently and adroitly to give 
the resolution some special charac- 
ter, and to embody it with some expres- 
sion of the various adverse Kepublicnn 
opinions of the several phases of the 
qoartion; tat this was easily prevented 
by the silent votes of the Republican 
Senators, who had resolved to adhere to 
snch action only as all could accept. 


A sufficient indication of the unanimi- 


ty of Republicans in their approval 
of the suppression of domestic vio- 
lence in Louisiana by the President, 
is t» be found in the vote in favor 
of 
the 
resolution, which included 


all the Senators who finve lately been 
ehosen by the aid of Democrats. Mr. 
Christiancy, of Michigan, who seems de- 
termined to strip himself of the laurels 
with which the Democratic journals 
made snch haste to deck him, voted for 
the resolution, and made a brief and 
clear statement of the reasons which in- 
duced him .tc do so. He regarded the 
resolution as confined strictly to the 
coarse- of the President in suppressing 
domestic violence. It did not involve 
acproTal of the methods by which the 
Kellogg Government v.as set up, or of 
the proceedings in the recent orgaafza- 
tion of the Legislature, nor did it con- 
stitute a recognition of the Kellogg Ad- 
ministration in any way as a <te jure 
goTetmnent. But it expressed appro- 
bation of the action of the President in 
cheeking, by the Federal arm the violent 
course of those who would have reme- 
died ths evils they complained of by dis- 
solving the framework of society itself. 
This is precisely the extent to which 


the great body of EepuWicans are pre- 
pared to go in this matter. Whatever 
they may think of some portions of the 
President's policy, they heartily agree to 
his use of all the power of the Govern- 
ment in repressing lawlessness. 
The 


country has had sufficient experience of 
the consequences uhich ensue when any 
part of the people take the law in their 
own hands, and constitute themselves 
the sole judges of their rights and 
wrongs. We may consent W forgive the 
acts of the rebellions South, but we 
have neither the power nor the right to 
forget them, and as the Republican 
party took upon itself a large share of 
the Mcriflce* required to extricate the 
country from the terrible straits in which 
it was involved by these acts, it is enti- 
tled to resist to the utmost any attempt 
to inaugurate a repetition of them. 
Cloak it as they may, plead for it what- 
ever provocation can be alleged, the 
policy of the Democrats in Louisiana 
has been simply the policy of insurrec- 
tion. It has consisted of a series of at- 
tempts to control the Government of the 
State by force. It may be said that the 
right to control 
the 
Government 


belonged to them, that they were in a 
majority, and that they were deprived of 
their legitimate influence by fraud, 
or 
by the 
unjustifiable 
interven- 


tion ol the Federal Government. But 
the fact remains that they resorted to 
violence, rather than to the means which 
the Constitution and the principles of 
our Government placed in their hands. 
The right they sought to exercise was 
the right of rebellion, and this, under 
the circumstances which existed, the 
country cannot, and the Repnblican 
party will not, concede. 


We have not hesitated to express the 


disaporovftl which we shared with a 
large "part of the Kerjublican party, of 
many things that have been done in 
Louisiana by the officers of the Federal 
Government. We have accepted with 
profound satisfaction, as we know the 
p«rtT generally has, tha prospect of an 
Sajuitaont of difficulties in that State 
which afforded a reasonable hope that 
no occasion will arise in the future for 
Federal intervention. Bnt we have no 
doubt that the ground taken by the Sen- 
ate in the resolution passed on Tuesday 
is » perfectly just one, and we are sure
